‘Tbe great Confederation, to 
which we all look forward with fond anticipa- 
tion, would recoil with herror from enfolding 
within: ite: fraternal embrace a young colony 
tainted and degraded by being permeated with 
the worst.blood of fallen humanity, and we should 
assuredly pay the bitter penalty of elimination 
from the young giant Empire of ‘‘ Britise, Auer 
1c,” aloss for which any advantages which 
might accrue from the presence of convicts would 
be miserable compensation indeed. And, again, 


‘what would our American neighbors, say to it? 


for the comity of nations demands that, in & 
matter which would so directly concern them, 
we should more o¢ less consult the views and 
wishes of a neighboring country. To make Brit- 
ish Columbia a penal colony would be to inflict 
upon the adjacent Territory the worst evils, un- 
accompanied by any of the redeeming features 
of thesystem ; for it is very clear that, divided } 
as we are by a mere imaginary line, convicts 
would continually be making their escape over 
The American government would, of 
course, protest, and most justly. too, ‘against apy 
such arrangement, a protest which Great Britain 
would disregard at her peril, backed up as the 
so-called United States would undoubtedly be by, 
Russia, if not some other of the Great Powers, 
But the colonists, too, would protest, toa man, 
against Britain thrusting the vilest type of her 
criminals upon them in this their adopted home. 
‘We use strong terins in designating the conviets 
because now-a-days it is enly the scrapings. of 
Pandemonium, Bedlam and Newgate that is 
transported. That colonist who would not op- 
pose, in every legitimate and constitutional way, 
the degrading of his country to a convict set- 
tlement would prove himself infinitely worse than 
Esau, who rey ise away his birthright for ‘a 
mess of pottage.’ But we do not for a snoment 
believe that advantage would be taken of our 
helpless condition as a Crown colony, to furce 
convicts upon as. Great Britain is far too magna- 


| nimous to commit such an outrage upon her young- 


estchild. Were it possible for such an attempt to 
be made it would be found that if the population 
of British Columbia is sparse it is not wanting in 
that self-respect and courage necessary to repel

Mr. Dietz retarned from Yale yesterday morn- 
ing ina canoe. There is no news from above 
that point, as communication is completely cut 
off by snow. Mr. Pool, the express messenger, 
sent back his animals and proceeded as best he 
could on foot. The snow is 3 feet deep from 
Yale to Boston Bar, and 4 to 5 feet deep from 
therice to Lytton.! Above that point it is repor- 
ted 30 inches. The Fraser is clear of ice be- 
tweeti this and Yale, but the water is still too 
low to admit of steamers running. The Reliance 
still remains in winter quarters, awaiting the ris- 
ing of the water. . 

On the Douglas Portages the snow is 5 to 
6 feet deep, and at Lillooet 3 feet—a thing never 
“‘kaown before. The express messenger was ob- 
liged to leave his animals at the 29-mile House, 
on the Donglas Portage, and take to the Lillooet 


Pemberton the stock of flour was exhausted, and 
asupply would probably have to be brought 
from Lillooet. At Douglas the accomulation of 
snow had broken down the old stage company’s 
buildings and Mr. Dodge’s store. -From every 
quarter we hear of the greatest depth of snow 
ever know in the history of the colony, and it is 
feared that live stock will snffer seriously, The 
Douglas complain that the 
government does hot open the roads. They say 
that a comparatively trifling sum would open 
them to travel, a sum which would be immediate- 
ly returned in the shape of road-tolls ; and once 


them in good order. We hope this matter will 
receive prompt attention, as it is a serious mat- 
ter to have all communication cut off for several 
months, which will be the case if we must wait 
for the snow to melt in the canyons.

upon that occasion. He said it was gratifying 
to see such a number of| persons willing to unite 
for the public good, and he wished the company 
every success.
